Chas. Honabarger Takes 


Own Life at Bakersville 


Well Known Young Farmer Victim 


of Tragedy Saturday Night- 
Leaves Widow and One Child 


Charles Honabarger, aged about 23. committed, suicide 
by 


shooting himself at his home one mile south of liakersville Saturday 
evening at 7:30 o'clock. 


The shot took effect in the young man's forehead and he died 


one hour and a half after commit ring the deed. 


lie was found lying in an upstairs bedroom by hb mother and 


wife who had heard the shot. 
Dr. Wilson, of BakersviHe. was 


summoned immediately but found upon his arrival that his serv- 
ices would avail nothing. 


Xo motive was assigned for the rash act although the victim is 


said to have had some domestic trouble a short time aaro. 


Ilonabarger had never threatened to take his life and while 


eating the evening meal with his wife, mother and little child he 
seemed to be enjoying his usual good health and spirits.

he was going to retire. 


A short time later a shot was 


heard and the women rushed 
to 


the upstairs bedroom to find him 
lying on the floor in a pool of his 
own blood with a bullet hole in 
his forehead and a 32-calibre re- 
volver at his side. 


He never regained consciousness 


and all efforts of Dr. Wilson who 
•was summoned were to no avail. 
He died just one hour and a half 
after shooting himself. 


Former Warsaw Resident 


According to neighbors. Hona- 


bai-fer and his wife had trouble 
several years ago and lived apart 
from each other for some time. 
However, the trouble "was smooth- 
ed over and th-; couple were again 
living together. 


Charles" Honabarger 
formerly 


resided in the vicinity of Warsaw 
but several years ago removed to 
a. farm near Bakersvitle where he 
was regarded 
as a promising 


young man. He was well known 
to a large circle of friends 
over 


the county who will be shocked 
to learn of his tragic death.

Madrid, Jan. 19.—As a result of z 


vigorous protest msde b; Paolo !g"<* 
sias. leader cf the Socialist party, tie 
government has finally taken steps tc 
put a stop to the inhuman traSic ir 
children which has been going on for 
years in the border provinces prac 
tically without molestation. 


Numerous autisenti^ateJ instances 


were reported by Iglesias of children 
sold by their parents into slavery. 
The purchasers—"patrons," thej arc- 
called—take the children to Paris. 
Ljons, Marseilles. Bordeaux and other 
large cities, where the:- compel them 
to work in glass factories or seli 3E;aII 
articles in the streets 


Most of the children thus sold are 


between the ages of 10 and 15. Thcss 
under 12 usually bring $20 and those 
o\ <jr from $30 lo 540. Bat the parents 
seldom get the ful! amount, deductions 
being made for "expenses." la many 
cases it v.as found that the parents 
were grosslj deceived by the "pa- 
trons," believing they were merely 
placing the children in the hands of 
Kind-hearted gentlemen for learning a 
trade and for a limited period.
